STATIONERS’ BOARD OF TRADE. 


THE eighteenth annual meeting of the Sta- 
tioners’ Board of Trade was held at the rooms 
of the Board on the afternoon of the 8th inst. 
The meeting was unusually well attended, and 
was opened by the president, Charles T. Dilling- 
ham, with the following remarks: 

‘* The financial depression which has hung over 
the entire country for nearly two years, has, of 
course, been felt severely by our members, and 
has resulted ina great amount of business being 
placed in the hands of the Board, and I may 
congratulate you on the successful execution of 
the largest amount of business during 1894 that 
has ever been accomplished by the office force 
in any year since our organization. The report 
of the treasurer and executive committee will 
show the details of the volume of business pass- 
ing through the office, and attention is called to 
the fact that the Board has paid up the 
loan it has carried for several years and has 
paid all bills due to the end of the year. 

‘* The Bureau of Information contains so large 
a number of new and revised reports that it is 
no longer necessary for our members to use the 
costly mercantile agencies ; for the Bureau not 
only gives equally reliable information con- 
cerning parties from their own locality, but in 
addition gives their standing with the New York 
members. 

‘* The Collection Department possesses all the 
facilities of all other organizations, with the ad- 
vantage that a large proportion of claims are 
collected by the mere notice that the claim will 
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be sent to our attorney and the members of the 
Board notified of such action. 

‘*The Failure and Assignment Department 
has made many settlements very favorable to 
our members, often increasing materially the 
amount proposed by the debtor, and, in some 
instances, collecting the full amount of claim, 
also recovering in some cases the expenses 
of collection from the debtor. In view of the 
efficiency of the board in caring for and prose- 
cuting claims, it is hoped that our members will 
put all the claims in our own office, especially 
as the expenses are less than those incurred by 
the so-called collection agencies. 

‘The Arbitration Committee has not been 
called upon to act during the year. It isto be 
regretted that our members do not avail them- 
selves more often of this excellent manner of 
settling disputes and disagreements in business, 
thus saving legal expenses and insuring a fair 
and equitable decision. 

‘* The membership on January 1, 1894, was 
171. During the year eleven new members 
have been elected, and we have lost eleven 
through resignations, failures, and through 
members going out of business, thus leaving 
our membership unimpaired and with one appli- 
cation pending. 

‘*T trust that the year 1895 may be a prosper- 
ous one to our members and the business com- 
munity generally, and that the losses of the past 
year may befully recovered. Inclosing, I desire 
to thank the officers and employees of the Board 
for the support and interest they have shown in 
the furtherance of the business of the Board.” 

The executive committee, of which Henry 
C. Bainbridge is chairman, submitted the fol- 
lowing report for the year ending December 31, 
1894: 

BUREAU OF INFORMATION, 

The names in this department on our records 
up to January I, 1895, number 51,012, At the 
present time we have reports of the standing 
and credit of 33,954 dealers; of which 3042 are 
reports of new firms added during the year 
1894, and the balance reports of firms previously 
on our records. From January 2, to December 
31, 1894, we have furnished to our members 
24,307 reports. In 1893 we furnished our mem- 
bers with 22,088 mercantile reports.

In 1893 we sent to our members 6072 inquiries 
for information, and in 1894 we sent out 
6252 slips. During the year 1894, 1278 letters 
were written in this department against 1207 
written in 1893; to our members 8640 weekly 
circulars have been furnished during the year 
1894. This department was used by 168 mem- 
bers in 1894. 


COLLECTION DEPARTMENT. 


In this department there have been received 
during the year 3474 claims for collection, ag- 
gregating the sum of $200,582.79; of this sum 
collections to the amount of $79,620.79 have 
passed through the office. Of the claims re- 
ceived during 1894, and on our books from pre- 
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vious years, 2605 were sent to attorney; 392 
closed through office; 721 closed through attor- 
neys; 608 settled direct with creditors; 416 re- 
turned uncollectable; 199 transferred to Failure 
and Assignment Department; 64 put in judg- 
ment 1894; from previous years 812 in judgment, 
making a total of 5005 claims disposed of and 
leaving 2738 in process of settlement; this in- 
cludes all unsettled claims on our books. There 
have been 25,088 letters written—15,206 letters 
received. 


FAILURE AND ASSIGNMENT DEPARTMENT, 


In this department during the year there have 
been received 441 cases, consisting of 1844 
claims aggregating $327,064.99. On January | 
1894, there were 564 cases unsettled, which with 
the 441 received during the year, makes a total 
of 1005 cases; of these, 25 cases have been 
closed by payment in full; 86 cases have been 
closed by assignee ; 3 cases closed by extension; 
2 cases settled direct with creditors ; 76 cases 
settled by compromise; 169 cases closed as 
worthless ; 119 claims put in judgment, repre- 
senting 53 cases, making a total of 414 disposed 
of, and leaving in process of adjustment 591 
cases. 

There has been paid to the creditors in this 
department $80,616.63, exclusive of amounts 
paid direct. There has been 12,056 letters 
written—11,756 letters received; 7510 cir- 
culars issued to creditors ; in addition to those 
already mentioned, there have been 422 general 
letters received and 608 general letters written. 

There has been received and disbursed, both 
by the Collection and Failure and Assignment 
Departments, the sum of $160,237.42. The 
books and accounts have been audited monthly 
and found correct. 

The unusual number under the head of 
worthless claims has been caused partly by 
the clearing the books of some long-standing 
cases, and in some instances by the prefer- 
ences allowed in many States; it is therefore 
to be hoped that before long Congress will re- 
lieve the business community from such un- 
just laws by the passage of an equitable bank- 
ruptcy law. 

We closed the year with a balance in the 
treasurer’s hands of $196.77, and interest due 
us from the Trust Company of $50, also dues 
uncollected, $180.

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THE THIRD; ANNUAL SCRIBNER 
DINNER. 


Tue Third Annual Scribner Dinner was held 
at the St. Denis Hotel, on Friday evening, De- 
cember 28. Fifty-one members of the staff were 
present (sixteen more than at the previous din- 
ner), and a very enjoyable evening wasjspent. 

Mr. Henry L. Smith acted as chairman, and 
contributed largely to the pleasure of the occa- 
sion by the happy manner in which he presided 
and introduced the various speakers. In his 
opening remarks he reviewed briefly the affairs 
of the house during the past year, chief among 
which was the removal to the new Scribner 
building on Fifth Avenue, and closed with the 
reading of a humorous sketch, ‘‘ How They 
Make Books at Scribners,” which had been pre- 
pared by the Dinner Committee. 

The first speaker on the programme was Mr. 
R. C. Stolle, whose subject ‘‘ The Ghost of 
Christmas Past” gave him an opportunity to 
recall some pleasant reminiscences of previous 
Scribner dinners. He was followed by Mr. W. 
C, Brownell on ‘‘ Scribner’s Authors by one of 
them.” The theme wastreated with abundance 
of wit, and brought out many playful allusions 
to various members of the staff. Mr. Arthur H. 
Scribner then responded for the firm in a few 
words, replying also for his brother, Mr. Charles 
Scribner, who was unavoidably absent.

POSTAL MATTERS. 


REDUCTION IN FOREIGN RATES AND OTHER 
IMPROVEMENTS, 


SEVERAL important plans for improving the 
postal service have just become operative. The 
principal one is the general reduction of postage 
rates for Cape Colony, Orange Free States and 
all other countries not embraced in the universal 
postal union. 

Under the provisions of the new scheme all 
countries will now enjoy uniform rates, except 
Canada and Mexico, for which special rates have 
long been in vogue. The change results in a 
reduction of rates for ordinary mails from Io to 
5 cents on half ounces, and for newspapers from 
2 to 1 cent for two ounces. 

The new arrangement for facilitating foreign 
mails from Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Chicago, and St. Louis have also gone into opera- 
tion, This allows the present system of having 
the regular mails handled and way-billed at the 
New York office, but also provides for sending 
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additional mails by later trains which leave in 
time to make direct connections with steamers, 
messengers to be stationed at the depots to 
carry the mails direct to the vessels, instead of 
allowing the delay incurred by the regular mails 
in going through the New York city office. 

A change in the series of the newspaper and 
periodical stamps will go into operation at once, 
involving general changes in denominations and 
in colors, though maintaining the general char- 
acteristics. Thenew denominations are I, 2, 3, 
5, 10, 20, 25, 50 cents, and $1. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 


THE STANLEY BRADLEY PUBLISHING COMPANY, 
in the Supreme Court, on the oth inst. got an 
injunction from Justice Barrett to restrain Mrs. 
Frank Leslie from using electrotypes of certain 
cuts in ‘‘ Frank Leslie’s Illustrated History of 
the Civil War,” that are claimed as the proper- 
ty of the plaintiff. 


OLIVER WENDELL HOLMEs, JR., administrator 
of the property of his father, the late Dr. 
Holmes, by his attorneys filed a bill in the 
United States Circuit Court on the 4th inst., to 
secure an injunction restraining the firm of 
Donohue, Henneberry & Co., of Chicago, from 
publishing an edition of ‘‘ The Autocrat of the 
Breakfast-Table.” The bill charges that since 
January I the firm has been printing and selling 
an edition of the work which isan infringement 
of the copyright.

STEPHEN ROPER, once in affluent circum- 
stances, an author whose works have made him 
known all over the country, but who is now in 
a condition bordering on pauperism, is a patient 
at the City Hospital in St. Louis, Mo. He is 
suffering with bronchial troubles. He is 71 
years of age and the city physicians believe the 
chances for his recovery are small. Roper has 
been in St. Louis for some time. He was taken 
to the hospital from a cheap boarding-house, 
where he wasan inmate until his money ran out. 
He is not only entitled to distinction as an 
author, but as an engineer as well. It is said 
that he was the first writer in this country to 
prepare a series of practical handbooks for the 
instruction and information of American en- 
gineers.
